Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  customary  annual  report  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Printing  and  Stationery,  showing  in  detail  the  transactions  of  the  department 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  This  being  the  last  of  the  annual  depart- 
mental reports  to  be  presented  at  this  session,  it  becomes  possible  in  the  introduction  to 
advert  to  some  matters  of  a  later  date. 

The  year  past  has  been  one  of  constant  pressure  at  the  Government  Printing  Bureau. 
Keeping  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  country  and  the  expansion  of  its  interests 
the  operations  of  the  government  are  extending  over  wider  areas  and  in  new  directions. 
Of  necessity  it  follows,  therefore,  that  there  must  be  larger  requirements  upon  the 
Bureau  and  a  continually  increasing  strain  upon  its  resources.  Paper  and  writing  and 
printing  are  prime  necessities  of  civilized  society.  They  are  the  instruments  of  inter- 
communication between  men  and  their  increasing  consumption  is  the  readiest  and 
surest  measure  of  social  activity  and  advancement.  When  in  the  world  of  business  the 
consumption  of  paper  and  ink  has  of  late  years  increased  so  enormously,  it  cannot  be  a 
cause  of  surprise  if  the  demands  of  a  government  administering  a  country  developing  so 
rapidly  should  have  doubled  within  the  last  decade. 

The  Government  Printing  Bureau  has  been  for  years  occupied  to  its  utmost  capacity. 
There  is  not  room  for  additional  hands.  More  hands  would,  in  fact,  produce  less  work 
because  the  men  would  be  in  each  other's  way.  There  has  been  no  serious  suspension 
of  work-people  in  any  branch  since  the  year  1896,  and  the  work  is  now  beginning  to 
overflow  into  outside  offices.  To  attain  its  utmost  usefulness  the  Bureau  should  be  able 
to  accommodate  a  staff  considerably  larger  than  its  average  strength.  Then  extra  hands 
could  be  taken  on  for  special  occasions  when  work  is  thrown  upon  it  in  large  masses. 
It  would  then  be  possible  to  systematize  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  so  as  to  avoid  an 
accumulation  of  work  on  the  one  hand  and  prevent  those  suspensions  of  operations  on 
the  other  which  are  productive  of  so  much  inconvenience  and,  in  the  case  of  old 
employees,  may  be  the  cause  of  suffering. 

The  need  of  increased  accommodation  has  been  continually  pointed  out  from  the 
very  first  year  the  Bureau  was  opened.  In  1889,  the  late  Queen's  Printer  reported 
'  that  every  part  of  the  building  was  occupied.'  An  extension  of  both  wings  was  then 
advocated,  for  it  was  proposed  to  concentrate  in  the  Bureau  the  lithographic  work  done 
in  other  departments  at  Ottawa,  and  also  to  undertake  the  manufacture  of  envelopes. 
The  manufacture  of  stamped  postal  envelopes  did  at  last  reach  the  Bureau,  but  all  idea 
of  making  other  kinds,  or  of  undertaking  the  lithographing  of  maps  has  been  long 
abandoned  in  the  endeavour  to  find  room  for  the  simple  objects  of  printing  and  binding. 
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The  following  year  (1890)  the  late  Queen's  Printer  r -ported  that  'one  department 
— the  bindery — is  already  overcrowded  with  the  necessary  hands  and  work  and  increased 
accommodation  will  be  required.'  The  idea  of  an  extension  of  both  wings  to  the  rear 
was  still  entertained.  In  1892,  the  present  King's  Printer  found  the  building  congested 
with  work  and  described  it  as  follows  : — 

•  The  Printing  Bureau  is  now  occupied  from  attic  to  cellar,  and  the  work  has 
been  overflowing  the  limits  of  the  building.  Upon  my  arrival  I  found  that  the 
long  and  arduous  session  of  parliament,  which  has  just  closed,  had  filled  it  to 
repletion  with  work.  Unfolded  sheets  were  piled  up  on  every  floor,  delaying 
the  work  passing  through  by  clogging  up  the  space  for  moving  round.  The 
bindery  was  loaded  down  beyond  all  possibility  of  recovering  itself  unaided, 
and  there  was  no  space  in  which  to  put  extra  hands.  As  the  meeting  of  par- 
liament approached,  it  became  clear  that  some  extraordinary  means  had  to  be 
adopted  to  clear  off  the  accumulation  of  arrears.  Arrangements  were  made 
with  a  firm  in  the  city  by  which  they  undertook  to  fold  and  complete  267,500 
pamphlet  reports,  and  for  six  weeks  there  was  an  outside  staff  of  sixty  hands 
working  on  these.  More  recently,  a  lot  of  50,000  pamphlets  had,  in  like  man- 
ner, to  be  put  out  for  want  of  space.  The  portion  of  the  building  occupied  as 
a  pamphlet  bindery  is  far  too  small  for  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done.  The 
departmental  composing  room  is  too  crowded  already,  and  the  work  done  in  it 
is  increasing.  Space  is  also  required  for  the  linotype  machines  which  were 
ordered  for  delivery  during  the  summer,  and  room  for  map  mounting  is  much 
needed.  The  need  of  more  accommodation  was  pointed  out  last  year  by  my 
predecessor,  and  it  was  suggested  at  that  time  that  both  wings  of  the  building 
should  be  extended.  The  statute  under  which  the  Bureau  was  organized, 
provides  that  the  lithographic  work  of  the  government  should  be  done  here, 
and,  if  that  be  decided  upon,  an  addition  to  the  building  would  be  absolutely 
necessary.  This  extension  of  one  wing  only  wouid  provide  sufficient  space  for 
a  long  time  to  come  for  all  possible  needs.  The  departmental  composing  room 
and  the  sheet  and  pamphlet  bindery  could  then  be  extended.  There  would  be 
room  for  a  fast  perfecting  press,  feeding  from  the  web  and  able  to  overtake 
any  requirements  of  long  orders,  such  as  the  Experimental  Farm  Report.  The 
folding  and  clamping  up  of  sheets  could  be  done  on  the  ground  floor  in  imme- 
diate connection  with  the  presses,  thus  saving  the  loss  of  time  and  labour  in 
handling  the  sheets.' 

In  1895,  the  Queen's  Printer  again  brought  the  matter  before  parliament  in  his 
report.  The  idea  of  a  lithographic  plant  had  been  given  up,  and  an  extension  of  only 
one  wing  was  asked  for,  as  follows  :— 

'  In  reports  made  in  previous  years  I  have  ventured  to  point  out  that  the 
business  of  the  department  has  outgrown  the  capacity  of  the  building.  This 
has  been  forced  again  upon  the  officers  of  the  department  by  the  pressure  of 
the  past  year.  For  many  months  the  building  has  been  so  full  that  place 
could  not  be  found  for  one  single  employee  more.  The  enlargement  desirable 
may  be  most  conveniently  made  by  an  extension  of  the  northern  wing.' 

The  following  year  (1896)  the  matter  was  again  urged  : — 

'  In  previous  reports  submitted  some  years  ago,  I  respectfully  urged  an 
enlargement  of  the  building.  It  is  now  full,  and  more  operatives  cannot  be 
put  into  it.  In  order  to  meet  every  requirement,  there  should  be  a  power  of 
temporary  expansion,  so  that  in  cases  of  emergency  extra  space  might  be 
available  for  extra  hands.' 
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The  voters'  list  room  had  been  taken  for  departmental  work,  and  a  space  which  had 
been  partitioned  off  from  the  stationery  branch  for  a  supplementary  voters'  list  staff  in 
the  hurried  revision  of  1895  was  taken  for  stamping  and  making  postal  envelopes. 
This  was  the  last  resource,  for  the  map-mounting  had  been  moved  from  the  bindery  to 
the  shipping  room  on  the  second  flat  below,  and  the  storasje  room  in  the  cellar  had  been 
encroached  upon  by  the  standing  type  of  the  lists.  The  next  year  (1897),  the  pressure 
was  still  increasing  as  reported. 

'  The  demands  upon  the  printing  bureau  continue  to  increase  while,  as 
has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  building  was  designed  for  the 
execution  of  work  much  less  in  volume  and  has  never  been  enlarged.  The 
pressure  for  room  is,  however,  felt  most  in  the  bindery,  and  every  expansion  in 
other  departments  strains  more  and  more  this  branch  where  the  final  processes 
are  carried  on.  The  space  for  the  pamphlet  bindery  is  inadequate  for  present 
requirements  and  for  the  handling  of  long  numbers.  The  difficulty  cannot  be 
met  by  increasing  the  number  of  hands  in  this  branch,  for  there  is  no  room  and 
more  work  people  would  be  in  each  other's  way  and  would  swell  the  pay-sheet 
without  increasing  the  output.  In  order  to  overtake  the  work  it  has  been 
%  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  work  a  good  deal  of  overtime — an  expensive 

mode  of  carrying  on  manufacturing. 

In  the  following  year  (1898)  the  Queen's  Printer  made  an  exhaustive  detailed  report 
upon  the  institution  in  the  form  of  a  'decennial  summary  '  and  referred  again  to  the 
subject  as  follows  : — 

'  The  present  building  was  designed  to  accommodate  the  business  of  the 
government  as  it  existed  in  1 886.  No  reserve  of  space  was  provided  to  meet  the 
increasing  demands  of  a  growing  country.  The  officials  of  that  day  can  hardly 
be  blamed  for  this,  because  there  is  always  pressure  to  prevent  any  expenditure 
beyond  present  needs,  and  because  the  building  was  so  designed  that  an  exten- 
sion can  be  readily  made  at  any  time  by  lengthening  one  or  both  wings  to- 
wards the  rear.  The  building  was  filled  immediately  after  its  erection.  In 
the  meantime  the  country  has  grown.  The  business  of  the  departments  has 
greatly  increased  (to  what  extent  will  be  shown  later  on),  but  the  facilities 
provided  at  the  Printing  Bureau  remain  unchanged  in  some  essential  particu- 
lars. The  space  occupied  is  the  same  ;  the  power  of  output  of  the  press  room 
is  the  same,  and  the  facilities  of  handling  large  masses  of  sheet  work,  and  the 
binding  generally  are  the  same.' 

Again,  in  his  last  report  (1899)  finding  the  pressure  upon  the  Bureau  growing  con- 
tinually more  importunate  he  said  : — 

'The  enlargement  of  the  building  by  the  extension  of  the  north-western  wing 
to  the  rear  has  been  urged  for  the  past  ten  years  in  previous  reports  and  its  neces- 
sity is  increasingly  mot  e  urgent.  The  bindery  is  very  much  in  need  of  additional 
room.  At  the  present  time  any  visitor  may  see  great  piles  of  sheets  stacked  up 
waiting  to  be  folded,  while  there  is  not  room  for  one  more  folding  machine. 
There  is  only  one  gathering  wheel  and  not  enough  room  for  another,  and  the 
operatives  are  packed  so  closely  that  the  number  cannot  be  added  to  without 
interfering  with  the  output.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  handle  the  mass  of 
sheet  work  even  now  ;  but  when  a  fast  web  press  pours  out  double  the  quan- 
tity, the  urgency  will  become  very  serious.  All  this  sheet  work  is  wanted  and 
is  sometimes  impatiently  asked  for.  Long  experience  and  a  perfect  familiarity 
with  the  work,  acquired  not  only  in  the  Printing  Bureau  but  with  the  previous 
contractors,  enable  the  officials  to  minimize  the  inconveniences  to  a  great  extent 
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by  giving  precedence  to  work  which  they  know  to  be  essentially  necessary  to 
government  or  parliament ;  but  it  would  be  much  to  the  public  interest  if 
everything  were  turned  out  in  order  of  date  and  a  reserve  capacity  for  an 
emergency  were  provided.' 

It  is  worthy  of  especial  attention,  because  it  has  an  important  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  that  while  the  work  was  thus  calling  for  increased  facilities  and  an  enlargement 
of  the  building,  the  only  movement  made  was  to  shorten  the  hours  of  labour  from 
nine  to  eight  hours  daily.  As  the  building  was  already  full  and  no  more  hands  could 
be  put  into  it  the  result  was  the  same  as  if  it  had  been  diminished  one-ninth.  It  may 
therefore  be  said  that  the  building,  so  far  from  having  been  enlarged,  has  practically 
been  to  that  extent  contracted.  The  ingenuity  of  the  management  has  attempted  to 
countervail  these  difficulties  in  various  ways,  but  all  expedients  have  been  exhausted 
and  the  work  is  now  beginning  to  overflow. 

The  introduction  of  linotype  machines  was  of  immense  importance  in  coping  with 
the  increase  of  work.  At  first  they  were  in  active  use  only  during  sessions  of  parliament. 
They  were  held  as  a  reserve  of  force  for  any  emergency  out  of  session,  but  long  sessions 
and  new  undertakings  have  absorbed  them  ;  so  that,  during  ten  months  of  last  year, 
they  were  worked  incessantly  night  and  day  by  separate  working  staff's.  In  such  ways 
as  these  the  management  endeavoured  to  keep  pace  with  the  demands  upon  the  Bureau. 

The  web  press  ordered  last  year  is  fast  approaching  completion,  and  when  placed, 
will  dispose  of  the  question  of  press  work  for  years  to  come.  But  it  will  sadly  encumber 
the  present  excellent  pressroom  Space  will  still  be  required  to  handle  the  increased 
mass  of  sheets  it  will  turn  out.  To  secure  economy  the  sheets  should  be  folded  and  com- 
pressed upon  the  same  floor  as  printed  and  sent  clamped  direct  to  the  warehouse  in  the 
attic.  They  will  have  to  be  hoisted  to  the  bindery  and  be  clamped  there  and  again 
hoisted  to  the  attic  store  room,  thus  making  an  unnecessary  handling  of  all  the  sheet 
stock.  The  Government  Printing  Bureau  should  continue  to  be,  as  it  was,  in  advance  of 
every  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  country,  and  improvements  in  machinery  and  in 
methods  elsewhere  should  be  promptly  adopted. 

The  building  can  be  most  conveniently  enlarged  by  extending  the  north-western 
wing  one  hundred  feet  to  the  rear.  In  that  way  those  branches  which  stand  most  in 
need  will  be  relieved  with  the  least  disturbance.  The  departmental  composing  room 
specially  calls  for  enlargement.  The  operations  of  all  departments  of  government  have 
necessarily  increased  as  the  area  of  administration  has  widened.  This  is  the  case  in 
some  departments  more  than  others,  but  the  remark  applies  in  a  varying  degree  to  all. 
Then  a  room  is  necessary  for  the  voters'  lists,  the  space  taken  from  the  stationery  depart- 
ment for  an  emergency  should  be  restored  and  operations  now  isolated  in  distant  parts 
of  the  building  should  be  placed  in  the  manufacturing  portion  of  it.  The  new  press 
would  find  its  proper  place  in  the  extension,  and  there  would  be  rooms  for  making  the 
stereotype  and  electrotype  plates  and  for  cleaning  the  formes.  This  last  operation  is  now 
carried  on  under  the  stairs  in  the  passage-way. 

THE  ELECTORAL  LISTS. 

During  the  year  1 900,  the  voters'  lists  had  to  be  revised  preparatory  to  a  general 
election.   Few  of  them  had  been  touched  since  the  revision  of  1895,  and  the  headings  and 
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rules  of  the  standing  lists  were  rendered  useless  by  the  changes  consequent  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  provincial  franchises.  It  was  a  heavy  task  to  go  over  and  re-arrange 
the  electoral  roll  of  the  Dominion.  Very  little  of  the  old  matter  stood  good,  for  the 
qualifications  were  different  in  the  different  provinces.  To  set  one  and  one-third  million 
of  names  with  the  information  required  by  the  separate  laws  of  the  separate  provinces 
was  a  great  undertaking  for  a  crowded  office.  Very  little  could  be  done  during  the 
session  of  parliament,  and  that  extended  from  February  1  to  July  18.  It  became 
necessary,  therefore,  that  the  aid  of  outside  printing  offices  should  be  invoked  if  a  general 
election  was  to  be  held  in  the  fall  of  the  year  1900.  This  course  was  decided  upon  and 
lists  were  printed  outside,  viz.  : 

In  six  offices  in  Toronto,  29  lists.  In  three  offices  in  Montreal,  10  lists. 
It  was  impossible  to  go  beyond  these  two  cities,  because  officers  conversant  with  the 
work  had  to  supervise  it,  and  the  staff  of  the  King's  Printer's  office  could  not  spare 
more  officers  than  for  those  two  places.  All  the  remaining  lists,  158  in  number,  were 
done  at  the  Bureau.  There  was  nothing  novel  in  this,  for  the  revision  of  1895  was 
equally  hurried  and  a  similar  course  was  then  adopted. 

As  this  is  the  first  session  of  a  new  parliament,  the  question  of  revising  the  lists  is 
not  pressing.  The  manuscript  lists  are  coming  in  as  before  and  many  of  the  Ontario 
lists  are  complete.  Nothing  is  in  from  the  other  provinces.  A  small  vote  has  heen 
asked  for  in  order  that  any  list  required  for  a  by-election  may  be  got  ready.  If  parlia- 
ment, however,  suffers  the  present  law  to  remain  unaltered,  a  room  should  be  provided 
for  printing  the  lists  independently  of  any  other  work.  Under  present  conditions,  a 
heavy  task  like  the  reprinting  of  the  electoral  rolls  cannot  be  carried  on  concurrently 
with  sessional  work,  and  even  out  of  session,  the  extra  sessional  and  departmental  work 
is  seriously  impeded  by  a  revision.  The  necessity  for  additional  room  compelled  the 
removal  of  the  standing  lists  to  the  cellar  of  the  building,  whence  they  are  brought  up 
when  required,  at  much  inconvenience  and  with  much  waste  of  time.  It  is  important 
to  consider  this  subject  now  while  there  is  time,  for  circumstances  might  conceivably 
arise  after  a  few  years  when  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  importance  to  have  an  election 
quickly  and  it  might  not  be  found  possible  to  prepare  the  lists  in  time. 

A  great  improvement  over  former  years  will  be  noticed  in  the  time  of  issue  of  the 
departmental  reports.  The  copy  has  been  prepared  earlier  and  the  proofs  have  been  read 
more  promptly.  An  effort  was  made  to  get  the  reports  out  before  the  meeting  of 
parliament,  and  it  has,  in  the  main,  been  successful.  By  sending  in  early  copy  the 
machines  could  be  utilized  for  setting  the  plain  matter,  which  would  have  been 
impossible  if  copy  had  been  held  back  as  formerly  until  a  short  time  before  the  meeting 
of  parliament.  The  machines  provided  are  just  sufficient  for  the  daily  work  of  parlia- 
ment, and  no  more,  and  that  work  must  be  done  day  by  day,  no  matter  what  else  has 
to  wait.  When,  however,  report  copy  comes  in  early  enough  to  utilize  the  machines  for 
setting  it  the  work  is  greatly  accelerated.  What  has  been  done  this  year  may  be  done 
every  year,  and  may  easily  be  improved  upon  with  a  little  additional  effort  in  the  com- 
pilation of  the  reports. 

It  is  also  proper  to  call  attention  in  this  annual  report  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
fonts  of  type  in  the  Bureau  stand  in  need  of  renewal.    The  type  used  for  the  statutes 
32 — b 
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and  the  law  reports  is  much  worn,  and  one  of  the  fonts  used  for  departmental  reports  is 
also  past  service.  The  usual  life  of  a  font  of  type  is  estimated  variously  between  the 
extremes  of  rive  and  ten  years,  according  to  the  composition  of  the  metal,  and  it  says  a 
great  deal  for  the  presses  and  the  workmen  that  this  type  has  lasted  so  well  through 
eleven  years. 

PAPER. 

During  the  last  year  there  has  been  much  disturbance  in  the  paper  market,  and 
prices  of  printing  papershave  advanced  considerablyowing  to  the  rapidly  growing  demand 
for  pulp  and  the  increasing  drain  for  export.  Changes  in  business  and  disastrous  fires 
also  have  diminished  the  number  of  competing  mills  and  thrown  obstacles  in  the  prompt 
supply  of  paper.  These  anomalous  circumstances  will,  however,  not  continue  much 
longer,  as  new  mills  are  being  built.  In  the  meantime,  after  a  steady  fall  during  ten 
year>,  it  is  not  surprising  if  an  advance  in  price  had  to  be  submitted  to.  There  has  also 
been  an  important  advance  in  the  wages  of  the  skilled  working  people  throughout  the 
Bureau,  and  owing  to  these  two  causes  the  estimates  for  printing  are  this  year  increased 
proport  innately. 

REPORTS  OF  BRANCHES. 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  branches  set  forth  in  the  following  pages  will  be  found 
to  contain  the  usual  detailed  information.  By  the  Accountant's  report  the  expenditure 
and  receipts  are  shown,  and  the  cost  of  the  laws  and  the  cost  and  receipts  of  the  Gazette. 
The  Gazette  has  more  than  covered  its  expenses.  The  expenditure  on  the  statutes  is 
shown  separately.  A  portion  of  this  is  recouped  by  sales.  The  amount  of  the  bills 
-certified  for  advertising  is  also  given. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shows  the  details  of  the  sessional  and 
departmental  printing,  the  number  of  copies  of  blue  books  and  other  public  documents 
printed  and  how  they  are  disposed  of 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Stationery  shows  the  purchases  of  paper  and 
stationery  and  the  mode  of  distribution  of  the  statutes.  The  statutes  are  distributed 
in  accordance  with  fixed  rules  laid  down  by  Orders  in  Council,  and  beyond  that  list  all 
copies  must  be  charged  for.  This  is  not  generally  understood  even  in  the  Civil  Service, 
and  many  applications  are  made  under  an  erroneous  impression  that  they  are  given  away 
geneiidlv.  The  classes  of  officials  entitled  to  statutes  gratis  will  be  seen  by  turning  to 
page  42  of  the  present  report.  In  like  manner  the  '  blue  books  '  are  distributed  accord- 
ing to  a  list  fixed  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  Parliament  on  Printing.  Beyond  that  list 
copies  are  to  be  charged  for  at  the  prices  marked  upon  them.  Again,  the  Hansards  are 
sent  out  on  lists  authorized  by  the  Debates  Committees  of  both  Houses.  It  is  not,  there- 
fore, possible  for  the  King's  Printer  to  give  away  these  publications  unless  instructed  by 
the  respective  authorities  concerned  therewith.  The  prices  fixed  on  these  publications 
•barely  cover  the  cost  of  paper  and  press  work.  The  cost  of  composition  is  paid  by 
parliament. 

The  growth  of  business  in  the  Stationery  Branch  is  very  clearly  evident  in  a  short 
table  on  page  41.  The  steady  increase  year  by  year  is  shown,  and  a  comparison  made 
between  the  volume  of  business  in  the  year  the  Bureau  was  opened  and  thxt  of  the  year 
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just  closed.  The  value  of  the  goods  sent  out  is  greater  by  $119,765,  or  91  per  cent, 
and  that  in  spite  of  the  great  fall  in  the  price  of  paper.  The  number  of  demands  is 
more  than  double — the  number  of  parcels  sent  out  by  post  is  three  times  greater — the 
number  of  packages  sent  by  express  and  freight  lines  is  ten  times  more.  This  short 
table  deserves  attention,  for  while  the  business  is  increasing  the  pressure  of  the  Printing 
Branch  has  compelled  large  encroachments  on  the  space  allotted  to  stationery.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  the  Stationery  Branch  was  in  active  existence  for  many  years  before 
it  was  removed  to  the  Bureau.  The  number  of  employees  carrying  out  the  largely 
increased  despatch  is  the  same  as  it  was  twelve  years  ago.

Permit  me  to  point  out  the  large  increase  in  the  business  of  this  branch  of  the 
department  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  amounting  to  £15,1 1 1 . 61,  as  shown  in 
statement  '  C,'  and  also  to  the  extra  work  which  said  increase  has  entailed.  Some  idea 
may  be  had  of  the  labour  involved  in  carrying  on  the  business  from  the  fact  that 
41  per  cent  of  the  goods  supplied  on  demands  from  the  different  departments  are 
despatched  by  mail  in  five  pound  parcels.  During  the  year  the  number  of  parcels  sent 
out  in  this  way  reached  14,129,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  department.  This 
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work  is  performed  with  the  same  number  of  clerks  and  packers  as  thirteen  years  ago  ;  the 
expenditure  then  being  §128,463.16,  as  against  8237,017.96  for  the  present  year.  The 
increase  is  $108,554.80,  showing  that  the  business  has  almost  doubled  during  that 
period  of  time. 

Another  important  matter  which  it  is  necessary  to  bring  to  your  notice  is  the  want 
of  room  required  for  the  proper  carrying  on  of  the  work.  You  will  remember  that 
when  the  Stamp  Branch  was  organized  a  portion  of  our  small-stores  room  was  taken  for 
this  purpose,  compelling  me  to  till  the  passage-way  between  the  cupboards  with  stock, 
and  preventing  the  handling  of  goods  on  the  trucks.  This  throws  more  work  on  the 
already  limited  staff.  I  might  also  point  out  that  owing  to  the  storing  of  the  voters' 
list  plant  in  the  basement,  part  of  the  room  which  is  necessary  for  the  storage  of  parlia- 
mentary print,  as  well  as  other  paper,  has  been  taken  from  what  was  at  no  time  a  large 
enough  space  to  accommodate  these  lines.  You  will  remember  that  during  the  past 
year  the  demand  for  paper  was  so  great  that  orders  could  not  be  filled  within  any  given 
time.  This  demand  still  continues.  The  necessity  of  abundant  room  being  available 
so  as  to  enable  a  stock  to  be  kept  ahead  is  evident.
